Cowichan Road. 


The Cowichan settlements are practi- 
cally insular: yon can neither go there 
from Victoria, nor retarn, withoat crossing 
water. It is trae thet there is a trail 
gome twenty-five miles long, connecting 


being a mesns of getting to snd from 
Victoria on. some extraordinary Occasion, 
it is of little or n0 ase. It.is of no value 
for driving stock to market, and it is 


utterly worthless as a way to convey pro- 
dace, The settlers of Shawnigan, Qua-' 
michan, Comisken, Somenos, Cowichan, 


- end Chemainis, have only one other way to 


get to this city when there is no steamer 
running, and that is by canoe. This, pos- 
sibly, is a slight improvement on the 
trail, although just sboat as primitive. 
The steamer is undoubtedly a great ac- 
commodation st present. Bat it is far 
inferior to a good road. Ia fact the 
steamer is of lesa value to the Cowichan 
country than a good road would be As 
it is now, the farmer has to provide the 
casb to pay for freight fare. and refresb- 
ments, on the down as well as on the up 
trip. Not only that, bot he is put to the 
“expense of stopping at a hotel for three 
tr four days waiting for steamer- dey to 
return, All this costs money; aud it is al- 
ways money out of the farmer's pocket. To 
townsmen, traders, people who are hand- 
ling money every day, sach expenses are 
scarcely heeded. Bot if the case were 
reversed, and the trader bad to remain 
on expenses in Cowichan three or four 
days after be had finished bis business, 
the diseovery would soon be made that 
steamboat commonication with Cowichan 
bas ita dark as well as its bright side. 
The farmer, however, who depends svlely 
on the sale of his prodece for raising 
money, sees in the freight, in the fare, 
and in the botel expenses, the proceeds 
of the sales of his produce disappearing 
without any adequate return. He can- 
not belp bimself, however, and must sub- 
mit to the loes, for there are no means by 
which be can convey his produce or his 
parchases except by steamer. Now the 
gatre of Cowichan could be resched by 
good road in thirty-five miles from Vic- 
toria, and of that only about seventeen to 
twenty miles of road have to be opened 
ata cost ¢f $10,000 to complete the line. 
This sum is so very trifling that none 
but e Government ss anwise and extra- 
vagent as ours would ever have squan— 
dered away, yeat after year, thocsands 
of dollars on_oseless officials, and left the 
setters of Cowichan to the mercy of 6 
weekly steamer for communication. 
Fifteen thousand dollars would open up a 
road and make all the bridges re- 
qtired between Gold Stream and Che- 
mainis river, a distance of fifty miles by 
the present trail, or possibly forty-five by 
a newly surveyed road. Now, if this 
‘road were opened, there would be noth- 
whatever to preveut a farmer driving bis 
market wagon from Cowicban or Che- 
mainis to Victoria in one day, make his 
seles aud purchases and return home the 
following day. By this means the settler 
would save nearly all the money that he 
now pends in freight, fare and incidental 
expenses. More than tbhat,—be would 
save st least three days on each trip to 
Victoria, by teking the road instead of 
the steamer. 
end movey. ‘The expense. and labor of 
ting fat cattle to market by steamer 
would be avoided by the road. Even our 
town would be benefitted more, end pre- 
sent a far more business-like appearance, 
if there were a duzen or so market wag- 
goes entering it every week from the 
Cowichan conntry. The Cowichan coun- 
try, too, would settle up much more 
with a good road to Victoria 
than it would by: a daily steamer. 
Hitherto, owing to the way in which our 
fevenve has been maveged, the most 
miserable pittances bave been doled out 
year by year to Cowichan, and a'l the 
Other country districts, for road purposes. 
If it were not for the ei taxes, scarcely 
improvement would be visible on the 
cote the Island. Bat next year will 
pet an end to this state of things, 
Shanks to Confederation. We shall then 
have a surplus revenue. We shall 
then have the means to constract a good 
soad from Gold Stream to Chemainis,— 
and possibly to Nanaimo. The Cowichan 
farmer, sbout a year hence, will not be 
it on a weekly stedmer,—for the 
Government at the next meeting of the 
Legislatore will have to provide for open- 
ing @ road through to Chemainis at least, 
—and have it completed immediately 
efterwards. To delay any longer would 
be most unjostifiable. The railway from 
Victoria to Canada will also ron through 
Cowichan, and in three years time the 
whistle of the locomotive ought to be 
beerd in its valleys. But still the wag- 
gon road will be required.

| ject, I ¢annot do better than furnish you with 
lu few ¢xtracts, First in giving a general 
outlinejof bi¥ joyrney, be says: 

‘‘ Starting from Fort Garry on the 25th 
October, I reached Fort Ellice at junction of 

| Qu Appelie and Assineboine | Rivers on the 
30th of the same month. Ona. the following 
day I cputioued my journey towards Carlton, 
which place was reached on the 9th Novem- 
| ber, & detention of two days having occurred 
upon the banks of the South Saskatchewan 
River, ithe waters of which were only par- 
tially frozen, After a delay of five days in 
Carltoa, the North Branch of| the Saskatche- 
| wan. wis reported fit fur the passage uf horses, 
| and on the morning of the 14th November | 
proceeded on my western journey towards 
| Kdmouton, By this time snow had fallen to 
the depth of about two inches over the couv- 
try, which rendered it necegsary to abandon 
the use of wheels for the fransport of bag- 
| gage, bubstitnting a light sled in place of the 
cart which had hitherto been used, although 
I still retained the same mode of conveyance, 
| namely the suddie, for personal use. Passing 
\the Hudson Bay Company Posts cf Kattle 
River, Fort Pitt and Victoria, I reached Ed- 
monton on the night of the 26th November, 
For tbe last 200 miles the couatry kad become 
clear bf snow, and the frosts, notwithstand- 
ing the high altitude of the regiou, bad de- 
creased ju severity. Starting agaio on the 
afterdoow of the lst December I rcerossed the 
Saskatchewan river below Edmonton and 
continued im @ southwesterly direction to- 
wards the Rocky Mountain House, passing 
through a country, which eveo at that ad- 
vanced peried of the year, still retained many 
traces of its summer beauty. At. mid-day 
on the 4th December having passed the 
gorges of the Three Medicine Hills, I came 
in sight ot the Rocky Mountains, which rose 
from’ the western extremity of an immense 
plain and stretched their great snow-clad 
| peaks far away to the northern and zouthbera 
horizons.

He 
collected about $1200 here, and is now visit- 
ing other Cagadian cities with a similar 
object in view. While here, be started a new 
poiitical idea, which has given rise to a con- 
siderable amuunt of discussion, viz., that all 
the great coloniea of the Empire should be 
elevated into kingdoms, the sovereigns being 
chosea from among members of the Royal 
Family, all owing allegiance to Queen Vic- 
toria, who should be exulted to the 
RANK OF “‘EMPREss.”” 


The system he proposes would, in fact, be 
very similar to that which. now exists in 
Germany, The idea, hcwever, which is re- 
ceived with most favor is that of a limited 
Empire, in which all the colonies should be 
represented either in the Imperial Parliament 
or in 

AN IMPERIAL COUNCIL, 
to sit permanently tn London, and all contri- 
buting money and men for the geueral de- 
fence. Thus, if British Columbia were at- 
tacked, not only would the reguiar army and 
navy of Britain, as well as the militia of Can- 
ada, hasten to its defence, but from all por- 
tions of the Empire aid would come, if 
required. No harm can come from discus- 
sing these questions, at all events, because it 
is probable that some change in the

must take place ere long, and it is vetter that 
we shouid contemplate a change by which 
the strength of, tue Empire would be in- 
creased, rather than one which would break 
it up into a number of weak, isolated 
nationalities.

December my thermometer indicated 22° be- ‘tately, but the weather is warm and sprivg- 
low zero, and again on the 13th 18° below | jike, and the season is an unusually early 


zero, a degree of cold which in itself was not 
remarkable, but which had the effect of ren- 
deriag the saddle by no means a comfortable 
mode of transport. 

Arriving at Edmonton on the 16th De- 
cember, I exchanged my horses for dogs, the 
saddle for a amull cariole, and on the 20th 
December commenced in earnest the winter 
journey to Red River. The cold, long de- 
layed, now began in all its severity. On the 
22nd December my thermometer at 10 o'clock 
in the morning indicated 39° below zero, 
later in the day a biting wind swept the long 
reacbes of the Saskatcbewan river, and ren- 
dered travelling on the ize almost insupport- 
able. To note here the long days of travel 
down the great valley of the Saskatchewan, 
at times on the frozen river and at times upon 
the neighboring plains, would ptove only a 
tiresome record. Little by little the snow 
sedmed to deepen, day by day the frost to ob- 
tain a more lasting power, and to bind ino 
still more solid embrace all visible Nature. 
No human voice, no sound of bird or beast, 
no ripple of stream to. break the intense 
silence of these vast solitudes of the Lower 
Saskatchewan. At length early im the month 
of February I quitted the valley of Sas- 
katehewan at Cedar Lake, crossed the ridge 
which separates that sheet of water from 
Lake Winnepegossie, and descending the 
jaiter Lake to its ontlet at Water-ben river, 
pessed from thence to tLe northern extremity 
of the Lake Manitoba. Finally on the 18ib 
Febraary I reached the settlement of Usk 
Poiat on the south shore of Munitoba, and 
two days later arrived at Fort Garry. 

‘In following the river and lake’ route 
from Carlton, I passed in succession the Mis- 
sion of Prince Albert, Forts a la Corne aad 
Gumberland, the posts of the Pas, Moose 
Lake, Shoal river aud Manitoba House, and 
with a few exceptions, travelied upon ice the 
entire way. 

The journey from first to last occupied 119 
dnys, and embraced a distance of about 2,700 
tiles.

Ovrstor Paris, May 23—Noon—The Ver- 
saillist flag floats over Montmatre. 

Vuasai.es, May 22—The Commune troops 
rallied at Montmatra and Hotel de Ville ; the 
approaches are defended by barricades, 

Much serious fighting took place ; it resul- 
ted in the Versailles troops occupying three- 
fourths of the city. 

A conflagration is raging near the Invalides 
and the insurgent battery on Montmatre is 
cannonading the city. 

Ladmirault teiegraphs everything satisfac. 
tory, although fighting may continue for 
several hours. The city is absolutely won ; 
many of the Commune leaders were taken 
and there were sume awfal massacres. 

Loupon, May 22—A dispatch dated outside 
Paris, Monday evening, says: The isolation 
of the city continues. Cyntinuous fires are 
raging iuside. 

Deuse smoke overhangs Montmatre; fre- 
quent explosions are heard ; the souad of 
cannon and musketry continues. 

It is said the Prussians are occupying Ven- 
nese. The Prussia ontpost have received 
strict orders to drive back all insurgents at- 
tempting to pass their lines. The Commn.- 
ist Generals seeking to escape from Paris 
have been turnes back by the Germans.
